1896-1897. 


In  presenting  the  First  Annual  Report  it  may  be  thought 
advisable  to  give  one  or  two  facts  as  to  the  starting  of  the 
Library  and  Reading  Room. 

The  Public  Libraries  Act  was  adopted  in  Penarth  in  the 
year  1894,  D>7  tne  Penarth  Local  Board,  and  a  Committee  was 
appointed  to  organise  a  Library. 

Considerable  difficulty  was  experienced  in  obtaining 
suitable  premises,  but  at  last  it  was  decided  to  rent  the 
building  in  Arcot  Street. 

The  necessary  alterations  and  furnishing  of  the  rooms 
took  considerable  time. 

The  Reading  Room  was  opened  in  January,  1895,  Dv 
Councillor  W.  L.  Morris,  Chairman  of  the  newly  formed 
Penarth  District  Council,  and  at  once  became  popular,  and 
has  continued  to  be  extensively  used,  the  only  drawback 
being,  that  it  is  too  small.

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Immediately  after  the  Reading  Room  was  opened,  the 
Committee  proceeded  to  make  arrangements  for  the  purchase 
of  books,  and  for  the  fitting  up  of  a  Lending  Library,  the 
room  on  the  first  floor  being  set  apart  for  this  purpose. 

The  Lending  Library  was  opened  to  the  public  on  June 
29th,  1896,  and  it  is  satisfactory  to  observe  the  increasing 
appreciation  of  the  advantage  offered  to  the  public  by  the 
Committee. 

The  number  of  borrowers  on  March  31st,  1897,  was  93°> 
and  on  the  6th  day  of  the  same  month,  the  largest  number  of 
books  was  issued,  viz.,  196.  The  number  of  books  in  the 
Library  at  the  present  time  being  1701. 

The  first  number  of  the  Quarterly  Magazine  of  the 
Cardiff  and  Penarth  Free  Libraries  was  published  on  June  1st, 
1897,  a  periodical,  the  title  of  which  explains  its  nature  and 
object.  This  Journal  promises  to  be  a  very  useful  link 
between  the  Library  and  the  Public,  and  the  list  of  new 
books  published  in  each  number  serves  as  a  supplement  to 
the  general  Catalogue.  Besides  this  it  contains  much  to 
extend  our  knowledge  of  Books  and  Literature. 

Gifts  of  Books  have  been  received  from  Mrs.  Harris, 
Messrs.  G.  C.  Thompson,  Charles  and  Herbert  Thompson, 
(executors  of  the  late  Mr.  G.  Pyke  Thompson),  J.  M. 
Jennings,  and  to  these  donors  thanks  were  accorded. 


The  Librarian  (Miss  Jones)  has  been  fully  employed 
and  has  worked  most  assiduously.  Many  borrowers  by  not 
conforming  with  the  Rules,  have  increased  the  Exchequer 
of  the  Library,  by  keeping  the  books  beyond  the  stipulated 
time  for  reading  them.

The  Committtee  appointed  by  you  in  accordance  with 
the  provisions  of  the  Public  Libraries'  Act,  begs  to  present 
the  following  Report  for  the  year  ending  March  31st,  1900  — 

The  stock  of  Hooks  in  the  Library  has  been  increased

during  the  year  by  the  addition  of  775  volumes,  making  the 
total  stock  3753  volumes. 

Your  Committee  has  much  pleasure  in  acknowledging  a  GiftsofBcok 
valuable  gift  of  250  Books  received  from  John  Duncan,  Esq., 
Dros-y-Mor,  Penarth,  and  also  copies  of  the  Windsor  Maga- 
zine from  Mrs.  Atkinson,  Westbourne  Road. 

The  copies  of  the  Supplementary  Catalogue  published  in 
January,  1899,  together  with  the  original  Catalogue,  being  Catalogued 
nearly  sold  out,  the  Librarian  has  been  instructed  to  prepare 
a  new  Catalogue  of  Books  in  the  Lending  Library,  which 
will  include  all  Books  added  to  the  Library  up  to  the  date  of 
publication,  which  will  probably  be  January  1st,  1901. 
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In  order  to  meet'  the  requirements  of  a  section  of 
borrowers  who  may  be  designated  students,  a  special  ticket 
may  now  be  obtained  by  them,  which  entitles  them  to  borrow 
two  books  at  the  same  time  ;  thus  students  can  have  a  novel 
for  recreative  reading-  and  at  the  same  time  a  work  bearing 
on  the  particular  branch  of  study  they  may  be  pursuing,  or, 
of  course,  two  works  of  the  latter  description. 

For  this  purpose  it  was  necessary  that  the  Committee 
should  alter  Rule  13.  Section  II.,  which  now  reads  : 

"  Xo  Borrower  will  be  allowed  to  have  more  than  one 
Hook  of  Fiction  at  the  same  time,  except  consecutive 
volumes  of  the  same  work,  at  the  discretion  of  the 
officials,  but  may  have  a  second  Book,  other  than  fiction, 
for  which  purpose  a  Special  Ticket  may  be  granted. 
provided  that  a  separate  guarantee  be  furnished." 

adins  R«  The  Reading  Room  continues  to  be  a  very  popular  and 

useful  institution,  and  your  Committee  constantly  studies 
this  branch  of  the  work,  with  a  view  to  increasing  the 
comfort  and  convenience  of  the  large  nu  '  er  of  persons  who 
make  use  of  this  room,  and  to  add  to  the  newspapers,  &c, 
from  time  to  time  as  far  as  the  limited  means  and  confined 
space  at  the  disposal  of  the  Committee  will  allow.

Reading  Room  During  the  past  year  your  Committee  has  gone 
••'  Cogan.  thoroughly  into  the  question  of  a  Branch  Reading  Room  at 
Cogan,  and  for  that  purpose  a  sub-Committee,  consisting  of 
Messrs.  W.  E.  Singer,  R.  |.  Hancock,  J.  Pavey,  and  J.  M 
Jennings,  w  as  appointed,  with  the  result  that  your  Committee 
unanimously  resolved,  on  December  ist,  1899,  to  recommend 
the  Urban  District  Council  to  erect  a  suitable  building  on  a 
plot  of  ground  in  Harriet  Street,  owned  by  Lord  Windsor, 
the  cost  (spread  over  as  large  a  number  of  years  as  possible) 
to  be  paid  out  of  the  Library  Rate.  Your  Committee  is 
pleased  to  know  that  the  Council  decided  to  adopt  this 
recommendation,  and  to  proceed  at  once  by  applying  to  the 
Local  Government  Board  for  the  necessary  powers  to  borrow 
the  money  required  for  the  purpose.

It  has  been  decided  that  the  guarantee  of  one  ratepayer,  Guarantee, 
instead  of  two,  be  in  future  deemed  sufficient  for  the  borrow- 
ing of  books,  and  the  Rules  of  the  Lending  Library  will  be 
altered  accordingly. 

The  Committee  has  taken  this  step  in  order  to  make  the 
Lending-  Library  more  popular  among-  the  general  public. 

It  does  not  seem  to  be  generally  known  that  the  music  Music, 
in  the  Library  may  be  borrowed  in  the  same  manner 'as  the 
other  books.  There  must  be  many  musicians  in  Penarth 
who  would  appreciate  the  privilege  of  borrowing  the  works 
of  celebrated  composers  if  they  knew  they  were  able  to 
obtain  them  at  the  Library.  Several  volumes  have  been 
added  during  the  year. 

The  issuing  of  this  Ticket  has  proved  a  great  boon  to  special  Ticket 
many  borrowers,  each  one  being  entitled  to  two  books,  one 
for  recreative  reading,  and  one  for  their  particular  branch  of 
study.     Forty-four  borrowers  have  appreciated  this  conces- 
sion, and  regularly  make  use  of  their  tickets.

thanks.  It  has  been  decided  that  the  names  of  donors  shall  be 
entered  into  all  books  so  given  (for  which  purpose  an  artistic 
book  plate  has  been  provided),  'as  a  permanent  record  of  their 
generosity. 

Gifts  of  books  from  private  individuals  are  greatly 
appreciated  by  the  Committee,  and  it  is  hoped  that  during  the 
coming  year  similar  gifts  may  be  forthcoming. 

The  number  of  books  in  the  Library  is  now  5,314  volumes. 

The  books  issued  numbered  32,525  volumes,  an  increase  on 
the  previous  year  of  3490,  an  evidence  of  the  growing 
appreciation  of  the  Library  by  the  people  of  Penarth  and 
district.

The  Committee  had  for  a  considerable  time  fully  realized 
the  inadequacy  of  the  present  building,  but  without  being  able 
to  secure  more  suitable  premises.

In  October,  1901,  however,  the  Chairman  of  the  Free 
Library  Committee,  Mr  S.  Thomas  (with  the  aid  of  the  Librarian 
and  Mr  Edgar  I.  Evans,  a.m.i.c.e.)  drew  up  a  scheme  for  a 
proposed  new  Library  Building,  and  a  plan  of  a  building, 
comprising  a  Lending  and  Inference  Library,  Newsrooms,  and 
a  Caretaker's  house  was  prepared  by  Mr  Evans.  These  were 
sent  to  Mr  Carnegie  with  an  appeal  to  him  to  extend  to  Penarth 
the  princely  generosity  he  has  shown  to  so  many  towns. 

The  answer  to  this  was  delayed  for  some  time  owing  to  Mr 
Carnegie's  absence  in  America.  On  his  return  a  reply  was 
received,  and  after  considerable  further  correspondence  came  the 
welcome  news  that  Mr  Carnegie  had  decided  to  give  ^"4,000  for 
a  Xew  Library  Building  as  shown  in  the  following  letter.

year,  as  stated  by  you.  A  site  must  also  be  given  for 
the  building,  the  cost  not  being  a  burden  upon  the 
penny  rate.

Both  conditions  mentioned  in  Mr  Carnegie's  letter  have  been 
complied  with,  Lord  Windsor  having  most  generously  given  the 
required  site  abutting  on  Stan  well  Road  and  Rectory  Road. 
It  is  hoped  that  before  the  next  Annual  Report  is  drawn  up  the 
New  Library  Building  will  be  completed,  and  open  for  the  use 
of  the  public.

Gentlemen, 

The  Penarth  Library  Committee  have  pleasure  in  pre- 
senting their  Report  for  the  year  ending  April,  1905. 

The  Central  Reading  Room  is  increasingly  popular  with. 
the  general  public,  so  much  so  that  it  is  oftentimes  over- 
crowded, but  in  the  Xew  library  Building  ample  room  will 
be  provided. 


District  Council. 
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Cogan  Reading  Room. — It  is  a  great  disappointment  to  the 
Committee  that  the  inhabitants  of  that  district  do  not  avail 
themselves  of  the  advantages  to  be  obtained  by  making  greater 
use  of  the  Branch  Reading  Room  established  there,  and  it  is 
hoped  that  during  the  coming  year  the  attendance  will  be 
larger  than  it  has  been  in  the  past. 

A  large  number  of  volumes  have  been  presented  during 
the  year,  which  the  Committee  acknowledged  to  the  Donors 
with  sincere  thanks. 

Gifts  of  Books  are  greatly  appreciated. 

The  number  of  Books  in  the  Library  is  now  6014.  About 
700  volumes  have  been  added  this  year,  but  the  bulk  of  these 
will  not  be  classified  and  ready  for  issue  until  the  opening  of 
the  New  Library  Building. 

The  number  of  books  issued  during  the  year  totalled 
29,678,  as  against  32,525  in  the  previous  year. 

The  Daily  Average  issue  has  been  116. 

A  new  departure  has  been  entered  upon  by  the  formation 
of  a  Welsh  section.     About  50  volumes  have  been  purchased, 
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and  it  is  believed  that  these  will  be  much  appreciated  by  the 
Welsh  speaking  members  of  the  community. 

The  Committee  have  purchased  for  the  New  Reference 
Library  the  latest  edition  of  the  Encyclopaedia  Britannica, 
together  with  a  number  of  other  volumes  suitable  for  reference. 

The  Foundation  Stone  of  the  New  Library  was  laid  on 
Saturday,  September  10th,  1904,  by  Mr.  S.  Thomas,  our  Chair- 
man, who  was  supported  by  the  Free  Library  Committee, 
Members  of  the  Penarth  Urban  District  Council,  Members  of 
the  Educational  Authorities,  and  Ministers  and  Clergy. 

A  large  number  of  the  general  public  were  present. 

The  XewT  Library  Building  which  is  nearing  completion 
will  be  opened  during  the  course  of  the  summer.  It  will  con- 
tain a  large  Lending  Department,  with  Shelf  Room  for  about 
15,000  volumes,  and  a  General  Reading  Room  on  the  ground 
Floor. 

On  the  First  Floor  will  be  a  Reference  Library  and  Maga- 
zine Room,  while  in  the  basement  a  large  Reading  Room  will 
be  specially  set  apart  for  boys. 

The  Committee  are  grateful  to  the  Council  for  voting  a  sum

of  money  to  provide  a  handsome  clock  for  the  tower,  also  to 
Mr.  Robert  Forrest  who  has  most  generously  promised  to  con- 
tribute £100  towards  fitting  this  clock  with  the  necessary 
striking  apparatus.

TENTH  ANNUAL  REPORT  1905-06. 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Penarth  Urban 
Dish  ict  Cou ncil. 

Gentlemf:n, 

The  Committee  appointed  by  yon  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  the  Public  Libraries  Acts,  beg  to  present  the  fol- 
lowing Report  for  the  Year  ending  March  31st,  1906. 

New  The  New  Library  was  opened  on  Wednesday,  August  30th, 

BuUdug  1905.  The  general  public  manifested  great  interest  in  the  open- 
ing ceremony,  which  was  performed  by  Lord  Windsor,  who  was 
accompanied  by  Lady  Windsor.  On  their  arrival  at  the  Library 
entrance,  they  were  met  by  Mr  W.  Hallett,  '^Chairman  of  the 
District  Council),  Mr  S-  Thomas.  (Chairman  of  the  Library 
Committee),  and  Mr  H.  Snell,  the  Architect.  Mr  Thomas  pre- 
sented His  Lordship  with  a  beautiful  silver  gilt  key,  on  which 
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was  inscribed  rlie  arms  of  Penarth  and  the  Clive  Family.  After 
His  Lonlsliip  had  declared  the  Library  open,  a  tour  of  inspection 
of  the  Building  was  made,  when  all  adjourned  to  the  Reading 
Room,  where  a  most  interesting  and  instructive  address  was 
given  by  His  Lordship  on  the  advantages  of  reading,  Messrs. 
S.  Thomas,  J.  M.  Jennings,  Roht.  Forrest,  and  W.  Hallett,  follow- 
ing with  suitable  remarks. 

The  New  Reading  Room  has  been  well  patronized.  It  is 
well  ventilated  and  lighted,  and  a  plentiful  supply  of  Periodicals 
is  to  be  found  on  the  tables,  and  recently  additional  ones 
have  been  added,  for  the  benefit  of  lady  readers. 

A  petition  was  presented  from  some  of  the  residents  in  the 
North  Ward,  requesting  a  Branch  Reading  Room  for  that 
neighbourhood,  but  it  is  not  possible  to  entertain  the  proposal 
at  present,  owing  to  the  lack  of  funds. 

The  Committee  have  been  compelled  to  exercise  very  great 
care  in  their  expenditure  during  the  past  year,  and  have  been 
considerably  handicapped  in  their  work  on  this  account.  It 
has  not  been  possible  to  open  the  Reference  Room,  Ladies'  Room, 
nor  Boys'  Room.  With  the  view  of  trying  to  increase  the 
income,  efforts  have  been  made  to  let  the  Large  Upstairs  Room, 
but  up  to  the  present  without  success. 

RefJin  ^s  disappointment  na3  been  expressed  by  some  members 
Room.   0f  the  Committee  as  to  the  neglect  of  this  Branch  Reading 

Room,  by  the  residents  of  Cogan,  it  has  been  decided  to  go 

fully'into  the  question. 

Previous  to  the  opening  of  the  New  Library,  the  Lending 
Department  was  entirely  re-classified  and  re-arranged,  and  a  new 
Catalogue  was  compiled  by  the  Librarian. 


The  system  of  Classification  now  adopted  is  one  of  the  most 
modern  and  scientific,  viz.,  that  devised  by  Mr.  Mel vil  Dewey,  of 
New  York  Slate  University,  and  being  a  decimal  System,  it  is 
easily  adaptable  and  simple  in  nse.  The  Classified  Catalogue  is 
also  a  guide  to  the  shelves  for  the  "  open  access  "  Borrower. 

Safe-guarded  Open  Access  "  was  adopted  in  October,  1906. 
Since.' then  93  open  access  tickets  have  been  issued,  and  are  in 
regular  use,  the  Borrowers  much  appreciating  the  privilege  thus 
granted  them  of  looking  into  and  choosing  their  own  books. 
This  system  is  gradually  improving  the  general  tone  of  the 
reading,  and  it  is  also  noticed  that  ma  y  Borrowers  use  their 
Special  Ticket  to  enable  them  to  borrow  music  in  addition  to 
General  Literature. 

Another  new  departure  is  the  commencement  of  a  small 
Reference  Library,  consisting,  at  present,  of  about  100  volumes, 
chiefly  Dictionaries,  Parliamentary  Blue  Books,  Atlases  and 
Encyclopaedias. 

The  number  of  Borrowers  now  using  the  Lending  Library 
is  1510,  an  increase  of  about  500  for  the  year. 

A  large  number  of  volumes  have  been  presented  during 
the  year,  which  the  Committee  acknowledged  to  the  Donors 
with  sincere  thanks. 

Gifts  of  Books  are  greatly  appreciated. 

The  total  number  of  Books  in  the  Library  is  now  about 
6,500  volumes,  an  increase  of  nearly  500  during  the  year. 
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The  number  of  Books  issued  during  the  year  totalled 
29,757  as  against  29,763  last  year,  which  is  highly  satisfactory, 
especially  when  the  fact  is  taken  into  consideration  that  the 
Lending  Department  was  closed  for  3  months  perparatory  to 
the  opening  of  the  New  Building. 

The  additional  work  incurred  by  the  Librarian  through 
this  large  increase  of  Borrowers,  made  it  essential  for  her  to 
have  help,  and  your  Committee  have  appointed  as  Assistant, 
Miss  Bessie  Morris,  of  Penarth,  who  will  commence  her  duties  on 
April  2nd  next. 

Your  Committee  have  to  record  with  deep  regret  the  death 
of  George  Carslake  Thompson,  L.L.M.,  which  took  place  on 
March  30th,  1906.  He  was  appointed  by  the  District  Council,  as 
as  a  member  of  the  first  Committee  of  Management  of  the  Free 
Library,  was  elected  by  that  Committee  as  the  first  Chairman, 
and  after  retiring  from  the  Chairmanship,  he  continued  to  serve 
as  a  member,  up  to  the  time  of  his  decease.  He  was  an  enthusi- 
astic lover  of  Books,  and  took  a  most  active  and  keen  interest  in 
everything  appertaining  to  the  Free  Library  Movement  He 
was  a  man  of  wide  culture,  great  breadth  of  view,  and  of  a 
most  benevolent  disposition.  Whilst  absolutely  true  to  prin- 
ciple, and  that  which  he  conceived  to  be  the  right  course  of 
action,  yet  he  was  at  all  times  tolerant  to  those  who  differed 
from  him.  He  discussed  all  questions  from  a  high  standpoint, 
and  his  endeavours  were  always  for  the  betterment  of  the 
general  Community. 

The  Committee  venture  very  respectfully  to  suggest  that 
the  District  Council  should  adopt  the  Museum  Act,  and  make 


moderate  hall-yearly  grants  for  the  purpose  of  fitting  up  one  of 
the  large  upper  rooms  in  the  Free  Library  Building  as  a 
Museum,  where  specimens  of  local  interest  may  be  accumulated. 

The  usual  Tables  of  Statistics  are  appen  led.

The  Committee  appointed  by  you  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  the  Public  Libraries'  Acts,  beg  to  present  their 
Report  for  the  year  ended  March  31st,  1907. 


Lending  The  Lending  Library  continues  to  maintain  its  popularity, 
and  its  usefulness  is  freely  admitted  by  the  residents  of  the 
district. 


The  total  number  of  Borrowers  is  at  present  1,530,  an 
increase  of  20  for  the  past  year.

The  Committee  report  with  considerable  satisfaction,  that 
at  the  Annual  Stocktaking  every  book  was  accounted  for.  This 
is  all  the  more  gratifying  when  it  is  remembered  that,  for  a 
large  section  of  the  Library,  the  "  Open  Access  "  method  has 
been  in  operation  throughout  the  year. 

^ooks*  During  the  year  large  numbers  of  books  have  been 
presented,  for  which  the  Committee  were  very  grateful. 
Special  mention,  however,  must  be  made  of  a  very  valuable 
gift  of  more  than  200  volumes  from  Mr.  Algernon  Burton, 
of  6,  Beach  Road,  Penarth,  all  very  suitable  for  your 
Lending  Library.  About  one  half  of  the  number  consisted  of 
the  complete  series  of  "  One  Hundred  Best  Books,"  selected  by 
Lord  Avebury  (Sir  John  Lubbock)  some  years  ago.  These  are 
beautifully  and  substantially  bound  in  half  Morocco.  The  best 
thanks  of  the  Committee  have  been  accorded  to  Mr.  Burton 
for  his  splendid  gift. 

BJo°ksain  ^he  tota*  num^er  °£  volumes  in  the  Lending  Library  at 
Ubrary5  Presenfc  is  7,588,  an  increase  of  588  during  the  year. 

Reading  The  Central  Reading  Room  has  been  well  supplied  with' 
various  classes  of  Newspapers  and  Periodicals  suitable  for  the 
general  public,  as  well  as  with  a  number  of  Magazines  especially 
interesting  to  lady  readers. 

The  popularity  of  the  room  has  been  well  maintained 
throughout  the  year. 

The  Branch  Reading  Room  at  Cogan  continues  to  be  useful 
as  a  large  number  of  the  residents  in  the  neighbourhood  avail

themselves  of  the  advantages  offered  by  the  establishment  of 
such  a  room  in  the  locality. 

The  Committee  regret  to  report  that  they  are  still  in  the 
same  position  as  regards  the  Ladies'  and  the  Boys'  Reading 
Room,  in  the  Central  Building,  and  also  in  respect  to  a 
Reading  Room  on  the  North  side  of  the  town ;  and  have  found 
it  impossible  to  do  anything  by  way  of  extensions  of  any  kind 
for  want  of  funds. 

It  would  be  a  great  relief  to  your  Committee  if  the  proposed 
cottage  adjoining  the  Library  were  erected  and  occupied  by  the 
Caretaker. 

Miss  Kate  E.  Jones,  the  first  Librarian  appointed 
by  vour  Committee,  who  has  always  taken  a  keen  interest 
m  the  success  of  the  Library,  and  to  whom  the  Committee  owe 
so  much  for  the  highly  satisfactory  way  in  which  the  duties  of 
the  office  have  been  carried  out,  has  resigned  during  the  year  to 
take  up  an  important  appointment  under  the  Cardiff  Free 
Library  Committee. 

The  Committee  desire  to  refer,  with  deep  regret,  to  the 
death  of  their  colleague,  Mr.  R.  J.  Hancock,  and  to  record  their 
appreciation  of  the  great  interest  he  took  for  many  years  in 
the  prosperity  of  the  Library.  During  his  year  of  office,  as 
Chairman  of  the  District  Council,  the  New  Free  Library  Build- 
ing was  erected.  He  took  a  great  personal  interest  in  the 
matter,  and  lent  his  official  support  in  every  possible  way,  to 
the  carrying  out  of  the  scheme.  His  loss  is  sincerely  felt  by 
the  Committee.

The  Committee  appointed  by  you  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  the  Public  Libraries  Acts,  beg  to  present  their 
Report  for  the  year  ended  March  31st,  1908. 

L?briyg        As  compared  with  past  years,  a  great  increase  in  the 
growth  and  use  of  this  department  has  been  experienced. 

A  large  number  of  books  have  been  presented  during 
the  year  which  the  Committee  have  duly  acknowledged  with 
sincere  thanks. 
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Gifts  of  books  are  greatly  appreciated. 


It  was  reported  last  year,  that  notwithstanding  the  large 
circulation,  no  books  had  been  lost,  and  the  Committee  are 
again  able  to  record  the  fact,  that  with  a  still  further  increase 
in  circulation,  there  have  been  no  losses  this  year. 

issues          The  Books  issued  during  the  year  numbered  37,137 

volumes — an  increase  of  1590  on  any  previous  year.  This  is 

satisfactory  evidence  of  the  growing  appreciation  of  the 
Library  by  the  residents  of  Penarth  and  District. 

In  connection  with  these  issues,  Fiction  shows  a  declining 
percentage,  while  there  is  a  steady  demand  for  works  of 
permanent  interest. 

An  improvement  has  been  made  by  placing  shelves  in 
the  window  of  the  Librarian's  room,  facing  the  Hall.  The 
books  exhibited  here  are  much  used  by  the  readers,  and  as  the 
books  are  changed  from  time  to  time,  the  issues  in  the 
different  classes  are  fairly  regular.

*  It  is  a  pleasure  to  state  that  the  circulation  of  books  has 
steadily  increased  throughout  the  year.  As  will  be  seen  from 
the  Table  of  Issues,  the  number  of  volumes  taken  out  during 
the  year  is  the  highest  since  the  opening  of  the  Library. 

A  very  satisfactory  feature  is  the  greater  demand  for 
books  on  Sociology,  Philology,  Natural  Science,  Fine  Arts, 
and  History.
